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A DEFINITE CLUE TO HEALING 


ANY a person has studied practical Chris- 
tianity and metaphysical healing for years 
Seem but still finds that, as yet, he has not found 
the something which will bring him health. 
He patiently searches for some truth or revelation 
which will give him a more tangible hold upon Truth 
and his own health. 


This month, we have a very important clue to 
healing to share with you. Possibly if you have 
studied Truth for some time you have almost sensed 
the truth which has been revealed to us. We hope to 
make this truth so clear to you that you will desire to 
practice it immediately. 

We take for granted that you already know that 
ill health comes from adverse thinking; that when the 
offending thought—hate, fear, belief in disease, or 
whatever the adverse thought may be—is erased from 
mind the barrier between God and man is broken 
down; that when man’s ignorance and adverse think- 
ing are out of the way, the healing power of God 
rushes to his aid; that this healing takes place first 
through the mental and spiritual, later in the manifest 
and physical. 

We believe that previous to reading this you have 
gained the realization that we live in the now, the 
glorious now, the present second; that to some extent 
you have freed yourself from the habit of trying to 
live in the past or the future. We presume that you 
understand mind substance and know that the 
thoughts you entertain make their impress upon this 
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substance and, thereby, give you one kind of men- 
tality or another, make you either unhappy and un- 
healthy or else cause you to know your perfection in 
Christ. 

Since your salvation must come first through right 
thinking, through mind, you must protect your mind 
substance, that of the present moment, this very mo- 
ment, this very second, from being sullied by the 
adverse thoughts of the previous moment. 

The diseased person, one who has been entertain- 
ing adverse thoughts, must keep those thoughts in the 
past until they fade out of existence. They cannot 
live unless they are allowed to come into the present 
and feed upon new and fresh mind substance. His 
relief can come only through his grasping the present 
and the new clean mind substance and by his keep- 
ing this unharmed by his past thinking and by ad- 
verse thoughts. 

Each moment you are born anew into the king- 
dom of God, the kingdom of perfection and health 
right in your very midst. There is nothing in the im- 
maculate vision of truth, in the sight of God, to relate 
or to limit you to any adversity or disease of the past, 
the previous moment. 

Right now you have fresh mind substance, fresh 
in this new moment of your existence, and the God- 
given power to use it to absolutely renew, regenerate, 
and spiritualize your mind and body. If you let your 
old fears, personal feelings, and negative beliefs of 
the previous moment bridge the interval of time and

feed upon the substance of the present instant, you 
are not living in the now, with its new beginnings, 
its new opportunities to take new holds upon life and 
health. Where are you living? If you harbor 
thoughts of the past, thinking disease and adversity, 
just as you did in the previous moment, you are living 
in the past! 


Each new second you have an opportunity to pull 
vourself out of the mire of despondency and ill health. 
God Himself, who gives you the bread of life (new 
mind substance) is trying to plant your feet on higher 
ground. 


Grasp the freshness and newness of the present 
second, with its new thoughts and inspirations. You 
are reborn as a healthy babe, each glorious moment. 
The hand of God working as your present knowledge 
of Truth inspired by the Spirit of Christ is ever ready 
to exalt those who live in the present moment. If 
they look back they are crystallized by the past. 


This fresh mind substance is the very germ of 
life, strength, and health. The phantoms of the past, 
vour old thoughts, your former beliefs about yourself, 
will feed upon its life and substance. For this reason 
vou must live in the now and let your new thoughts 
be nourished by this spiritual bread, this manna from 
heaven, this fresh substance from the mind of God. 


Give your mind substance to Truth working in 
you right at this moment. Give it to Truth working 
in you the succeeding moment when that time arrives 
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as the now, but give no substance to the adverse be- 
liefs of the past. 

This is not a message which concerns itself alone 
with the teaching, often heard, that we must not live 
in the past. The message to you goes far beyond 
that. It urges you to take a new hold upon life at 
every second of the day. It urges you to break with 
the adverse thoughts of the past. It urges you to 
sever all relations with even the adverse thinking of a 
second ago because it is this time which will relate you 
to the past! 

What will this new process do for you? It will 
help you get out of the old grooves of thinking disease, 
thereby lifting you right out of disease itself. It will 
help you to establish new thought habits. It will 
make you free to choose your thoughts, to think what 
you please, to think Truth. 

When you have learned to break with the ad- 
verse thoughts of the past, when you have discovered 
how to turn the flood of your adverse thoughts of the 
past away from your mind, you will find that the 
negative things of yesterday cannot discolor or injure 
your thoughts of today. Keep in mind the fact that 
the past can relate itself to you and to the present 
moment only by your letting the adverse thoughts of a 
moment ago affect you. 

Why should you not be born anew at every mo- 
ment of your life? Why should you not be free to 
think the truth which you know at this moment in- 
stead of being overwhelmed by the negative state of 
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consciousness you have built up in the past? Why 
should you not be free to approach each new moment 
of your life with clear mindedness, a clear outlook 
upon life, with your body strong and healthy, with 
the knowledge that you see everything in life from a 
newer, brighter, and higher viewpoint? 

Your business failures of the past, your personal 
animosities, and all of the myriad things which seem 
to pull you back have absolutely no power when you 
know the truth of this new gospel of keeping your 
mind unrelated to adverse beliefs that you have pre- 
viously entertained. 

Why is such a radical mental stand necessary ? 
Because this is the only step you can take to clear 
away the adverse state of consciousness which stands 
between you and freedom, between you and health, 
between you and heaven here and now, between you 
and God. When you have taken this initial step you 
will find the action of God taking place. Once your 
mind is a fit and ready receptacle for Spirit you will 
begin having high, exalted, and spiritual thoughts. 
You will find yourself nearer and nearer God. 

You can approach God only with a clean mind. 
The old-time evangelists who sought to bring about 
a change of heart in their converts knew of a mighty 
truth. Only when the mind is cleared of adverse 
thoughts, such as the desire to sin and the belief in 
satanic power, can one approach God. 

The student of practical Christianity and meta- 
physical healing needs to learn how to keep his mind 
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pure and free from negative thoughts he has enter- 
tained about himself. How does the invalid know 
but what the next second in his life will bring him 
health? Possibly it will. That second has in it 
power and authority to cast off disease and to take 
hold of health. He should grasp every new second 
with the knowledge and realization that therein are 
new life, new breath, new nerve force, new substance 
to rebuild his body. 

Learn to live in the present moment. Let your 
thought be related neither to what you have thought 
nor to things you fear may happen. You need not 
fear the future if you are thinking heavenward at the 
present time. 

There could be no higher truth revealed to man 
than the truth that he is, in the sight of God, at 
each new moment, reborn and purified, whole and 
perfect. There is no teaching truer than this. Here 
you have a mighty truth which can be demonstrated 
and proved. This gospel of the present moment, the 
gospel of constant rebirth, has the very power of God 
back of it. 

Grasp the bright, shining substance of the glorious 
now, the clean mind substance fresh from heaven, and 
place upon it your stamp of approval of this gospel. 
You can begin life all over, with everything new. 
You can approach each new moment with the con- 
sciousness that you are the glorified child of God, 
for such you are. When? Always at the present 
moment and ever afterward. 





THE MAGIC TOUCH: PROSPERITY 


HE touch which seems to be laid upon this or 
that one’s affairs, causing them to spring into 
prosperity, does it not seem to be magical? 
Do you remember the good fairy of the story- 

book days who passed her magic wand over the 
head of this one or of that one and caused his or her 
good fortune to appear? Do you number among your 
friends some of those whose every act seems to come 
under the spell of the so-called magic touch? Or 
better still, are you one of those fortunate persons? 

The child believes that some mystic power, seen 
or unseen, is able to brush aside misfortune and to 
divert evil, causing good fortune to appear. There 
is a prevalent belief among some persons that hard 
times and financial stress must occur at times; how 
much better it would be if they would believe only in 
a power of good. 

As one understands more and more the deeper 
truths of life, as he comes into a better understanding 
of God, he realizes that there is actually a power 
which causes good fortune and prosperity to appear. 
Furthermore, he discovers that he can place himself 
in such relations to this power that his own prosperity 
will increase. 

What could such a power be? The power of 
God: the power of love, of faith in your fellow man, 
and of belief in your God-given night to plenty. 

You have all about you types of persons who 
draw prosperity to them by one means or another. 
Here is a grocer who is prosperous for some reason 
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or other; possibly, because he does not believe in 
lack and failure. Have you ever met a business man 
of that type? I once knew one who so disbelieved in 
lack and believed so firmly in plenty that even by 
walking into his store you would find your own be- 
lief in lack overpowered by the consciousness of plenty 
he had established in his store. Customers would 
even walk into his store and pay a little higher price 
than that charged by his competitor because they were 
drawn by the attractive power of prosperity. 

I once knew a housewife who so loved to bake 
that she just loved every pie or cake that left her 
hands. Do you not think that some of that love found 
its way into her pastry? Could it not be possible 
that those who liked the flavor of her cakes really 
liked the love in them, that they hungered for love 
and found it in a cake? Can you imagine a business 
which was so filled with love that the customers could 
taste it, and still not be attractive and prosperous? 
Hardly, you say. 

Take, for instance, the type of business whose pro- 
prietor is always fair and just with his help, always 
looking out for their interests and their promotion. 
Could he or his help fail to give service and “good 
measure, pressed down, shaken together, running 
over” to his patrons? Does the merchant who is in- 
tensely human and brotherly ever lack friends and 
their support? 

What do these types symbolize to us? First, 
right and prosperous thinking; second, the magnetic 
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power of love; third, the sense of justice, the ability 
to serve well, and the power to recognize the unity 
of human interests. 

Is there anything magic in these? Yes, their 
power seems to be magical. However, there is noth- 
ing mysterious about them. The consciousness of 
love, prosperity, justice, service, and brotherhood is 
always mysterious, because unknown, to the one who 
does not have such a consciousness. The conscious- 
ness of God, the power back of all supply, is not 
mysterious to the one who believes in God and His 
ever-present help. 

If you would draw patrons and customers to you, 
there must be something which they feel draws them 
to you. That something must have power to give 
them something better than they have. That power 
must be God! It expresses itself as exalted and 
prosperous thought, as love, as service, as interest in 
the patron. 

Do not think that you live in a hard, commercial 
world from which God and all sense of good are 
excluded. The business which does not prosper is 
under the mesmeric thought of failure, greed, or self- 
ishness. If the magic touch which we thought was 
left behind by some good fairy or some ambassador 
of good luck, if that touch which we have discovered 
is really the touch of God (love and abundance), 
be missing, then patrons and customers will detect its 
absence and will go where it may be felt. 

How can one cause his affairs, his business, to be 
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touched by this seeming magic, this divine touch? He 
must touch it himself through the power of his higher 
consciousness. Through his consciousness, the magic 
power of God will come forth. It will dispel all 
belief in failure and lack. It will establish prosperity. 
It will cause those who are to be served to appear. 
It will cause those who are prosperous to come and 
exchange a measure of their prosperity for the thing 
offered for sale. If one offers himself as an employee 
in another’s business it will make him a necessary 
employee in that other one’s business. It will make 
the employee efficient, intelligent, understanding, kind, 
and brotherly. It will make him prosperous because 
under his magic touch the employer will see prosperity 
appear. 

By the magic touch one has power to bless his 
business and to increase his finances. It is like the 
touch which causes everything to turn to golden value. 
The person who has that spiritual consciousness which 
begets prosperity seems to have that dazzling, scintil- 
lating something within him which draws things of 
value to him. This something is the Christ and those 
who recognize it bear gifts of gold, frankincense, and 
myrrh to it. 

This lesson seeks to show the connection between 
business and religion, prosperity and spiritual con- 
sciousness, man’s need and God’s supply. We divest 
the seemingly magic touch of all its mystery and see 
that back of it, just as one always finds God back of 
all good, are those things which link man to God. 
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In the business, however, one does not directly see or 
sense God. He finds that which is God brought into 
the manifest as something tangible in man’s expe- 
rience. He finds love, joy, service, prosperity. 

Go forth this day believing in the power of God, 
the power of infinite good, to work with you in all 
that you do. This power will bless the work of your 
hands and through them it will touch and bless all 
upon which you lay your hands. 

Open your office, shop, or store in the morning 
with the confident assurance that you know the prin- 
ciple upon which success and prosperity are founded. 
Cling to this truth and be loyal to it. Leet it issue forth 
from your consciousness and radiate to every part of 
your work. Be optimistic and expect prosperity to 
appear. You have back of you a mighty force, one 
which you may not know so well at the start but one 
with which you will become very intimately ac- 
quainted as you live under the spell of prosperity. 

There is really a contagion to prosperity. You 
will find that your consciousness will seem to infect 
your whole business and all your patrons with pros- 
perity. They will catch your high vision, they will 
feel the magic touch, they will sense the spiritual 
presence back of it. 

As you exercise the power of the magic touch 
your power will increase. Greater and better things 
will come to you. You will grow in your under- 
standing of God as you grow to understand and to 
see God manifesting as your ever-present help.

Today let us think of ourselves as free from every 
old idea, every old practice, every old method which 
would cause us to become crystallized in mind or in 
body. Let us free ourselves from everything which 
would cause stagnation or age to appear. 

One lets himself become crystallized when he 
closes his mind to new ideas. Since new life must 
come through new ideas fresh from the mind of Christ 
within us, how necessary it is that we always keep 
our minds open and receptive to new ideas! Without 
these, man would fall into a state of stagnation and 
decay. 

The old life with its negative conditions gives 
place to newness in Christ and old, crystallized states 
of consciousness are broken up through the introduc- 
tion of new and fresh ideas.
